More than 50,000 Palm Bach 
County children will be beginning 
the 1965-66 school year, Monday, 
when the school doors swing open 
after the summer vacations. 

This year, approximately 2,100 
Negro students will be attending 
classes in 31 schools which once 
were all-white facilities, though 
several of them have had some de- 
segregation previously. This rep- 
resents better than one-in-eight of 
the total county Negro student 
population. 

The county will start this year 
with 87 schools of grade one 


through 12. This is four less than |- 


last year due to the phasing out 
of small “pocket” schools. How- 
ever, the county will have one new 
senior high school—The John I. 
Leonard school in the Lake Worth 
area—and a total of 50 additional 
new classrooms, when schools 
start August 30. More schools and 
additions to ‘existing facilities are 
under construction. 

Palm Beach County's 
tional force will have increased 
from approximately 2,400 last 
school year, to 2,600 this year. Be- 
ginning salaries for classroom 
teachers have been raised from 
$4,600 to $5,000, and a uniform 
7%-hours a day, countywide, 
established. 

For students, 
board policy prohibits “Beatle” 
type haircuts for boys, and re- 
quires mid-knee length dresses 
for girls. A state legislative act 
passed this year in Tallahassee 
outlaws smoking in or around 
school property, or on school 
busses.
